PREHISTORIC RIBS 

An amusing incident comes to light 
from Spain that would tend to cast 
doubt even upon the discovery of 
dinosaurs in the Red Deer Valley.

Consideration is being given locally 
to the proposition of the Canadian 
Egg and Poultry Pool, and there is 
little doubt that if a large body of 
producers express a desire to have 
the pool handle their products, the lo¬ 
cal merchants will do their share in 
facilitating shipments. 

The usual custom has been for 
merchants to handle the eggs “in 
trade,’’ and this has proved A satis¬ 
factory custopi from the farmers’ 
standpoint. 

It is possible however that the 
Pool and the grocers may co-operate 
in such a Way that there need be lit¬ 
tle change in this feature of the 
handling of eggs. In fact 80% of the 
value is paid- when shipped, with the 
final settlement every five weeks.

When amendments to the Oil and 
Gag Wells Act now before the Alta, 
legislature become law, persons dril¬ 
ling for oil and gas, when the prov¬ 
ince takes oyer its resources, must 
put up a bond, either with or without 
sureties in a sum of not over $10,000 
for the drilling of one well, and not 
over $60 000 for the drilling of a num 
her of wells. 

The amendment is aimed to prevent 
the operations of “shoe-string” pro¬ 
moters, who may attempt to float a 
well-drilling scheme without any fin¬ 
ancial backing which would ensure 
that drilling would be undertaken, or 
that if undertaken, it would be pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

,, A new clause in the act further seta 
forth that the penalty for contraven-. 
tion of any regulation shall, in the 
case of a corporation, be not more 
than $1,000 for a single offence, or 
not over $100 per day for a continu¬ 
ing offense. In the case of an indi¬ 
vidual, the fine shall not exceed $100 
for a single offense or $10 per day 
for a continuing offense.

PERSISTENCE WINS 

■Whether or not everyone is in ac¬ 
cord with Hon. Perrin Baker’s school 
act, the minister must certainly be 
credited with persistence. His school 
act has been his pride and pet and ev¬ 
idently he is utterly convinced that it 
is necessary. So instead of attempt¬ 
ing to force it raw down rebellious 
throats, he has nipped it here, con¬ 
ceded there, until he has removed 
most radical features and yet has the 
principle and framework with which 
be started. In addition he has the ap¬ 
proval of the legislature generally. 
Mr. Baker is hopeful that it will pro¬ 
duce several most desirable reforms. 
In his statement in the Legislature he 
said: 

“The establishing of larger units 
will bring about the full-time opera¬ 
tion of all schools; the solving of the 
problem of secondary education in 
the rural areas, insofar as it is cap- 
stole of solution, and the more equit¬ 
able distribution of the cost. It will 
bring about the more intelligent se¬ 
lection and placing of teachers. It 
will provide thorough supervision. It 
will make possible the elimination of 
the ineffective and, by offering some 
prospect of advancement through 
the establishment of suitable salary 
schedules and by enabling teachers to 
serve under a more disinterested and 
Responsible control. It will enable the 
rural schools to hold a larger share 
of the better teachers. 

About forty thousand new car li¬ 
censes have been issued at Edmonton 
so far this year and is much larger 
than last year at this date. 


WILL TARIFF RAISE? 

Revision Lists of U. S. Senate and 

House Now Finished. Settled in 
Conference 

The revision of L'.S. tariff rates lu^| 
been ended by the Senate at Washing¬ 
ton, and it will be decided in confer¬ 
ence whether the recommended Sen¬ 
ate or House rates will be adopted, 
or whether present rates will stand. 

The whole tariff revision appears 
to be directly opposed to the business 
interests of Canada, and the final de¬ 
cision of the Conference is being 
waited anxiously. 

Almost every industry receives a 
blow in the proposed revision.

COOP CREDIT ACT 

Liberal Leader Asks for Auditing of 
all Credit Society Books _ 

Charging that the Treasury dept, 
had not exercised control over the 
actions of the supervision appointed 
in the Co-Operative Credits Act, and 
that the colonization scheme of the 
Donatville Co-Operative Society was 
ill advised, Leader Shaw presented 
his case for an auditing of all credit 
society books in the province. 

/Mr. Brownlee stated that there was 
no suggestion of fraud on the part of 
Donatville Society or that the super¬ 
vision had acted with improper mo¬ 
tives. •* «! 

■Capt. Shaw however, pressed for a 
eloser supervision of the use of funds 
by these credit societies. 

Hon. Reid, provincial treasurer, 
stated that all societies receiving 
guarantees from the government 
have security to • more than cover 
their total indebtedness to the govern 
ment. 

Captain Shaw’s recommendations 
were mainly: (1) a thorough check up 
of the financial affairs of the credit 
societies; (2) that every application 
for an advance where a government 
guarantee may be asked, should be 
in writing with every detail specified; 
(#) that a most complete audit should 
at ail times be maintained in the in¬ 
terests of he Society itself. 


TEACHERS’TENSION 

No Satisfactory Scheme Has Been 
Been Developed for Teachers’ v 
Pensions 

The motion to draft a Teachers’ 
Pension’s Bill was voted down by the 
Legislature in’ Edmonton. The ar¬ 
rangements for this Bill were that ci¬ 
vil servants, school inspectors, nor¬ 
mal school teachers are all included 
in a pension scheme which is partly 
supported by the provincial govern¬ 
ment. Premier Brownlee however, 
felt that the time had not arrived for 
such a measure. He pointed out that 
non e of the schemes operating in oth¬ 
er parts of the Dominion had proved 
a success and he would prefer wait¬ 
ing to see what the many experi¬ 
ments would produce, that would 
prove satisfactory. Mr. Baker also 
supported the.Premier in the conten¬ 
tion that no satisfactory scheme had 
been developed elsewhere as yet, and 
that pensions would prove no cure at 
all for the teaching profession. 

BULLISH ON CANADA 

Chas. V. Bob, millionaire mining op 
erator and financier in a recent inter¬ 
view expressed himself, as “being bul¬ 
lish about the future of Canada.” He 
said “Canada is richly endowed with 
fertile agricultural land producing 
millions of dollars each year. U..;has 
tremendous stands of timber." Its un¬ 
developed water power is an asset 
which can hardly be appreciated. 
With all these riches which are prac¬ 
tically untouched, I cannot see how 
anyone can be other than powerfully 
impressed with the future of the coun 
try. 

In’ addition to these advantages Can 
ada is rich in undeveloped mining 
properties. I believe that infinitely 
more mines will J>e found there than 
have been developed. With aeroplane 
transportation a great saving in tim 
and labor results and this alone will 
cause more and more mining districts 
to be opened up. 

The Dominion Government has been 
of great aid to mining development 
ork, as well as smoothing the path 
of the prospector and mining finan¬ 
cier.
